Army Postal Service 
Salvages Mail From 
South Pacific Ship 


The resourcefulness of an Army 
postal unit saved a substantial 
portion of 15,000 letters and 475 
bags of other mail in a ship sunk 
recently at a wharf in New 
Guinea by Japanese gunfire. 

Difficult salvage operations re- 
trieved many mail ,bags which 
had been immersed in water 
heavily coated with thick black 
oil,

- covered..mail.in, the.sun. Attempts 


at deciphering obliterated and 
partly obliterated addresses suc- 
ceeded far beyond expectations. 
Nearly one third of the re- 
trieved mail was dispatched im- 
mediately. Where addresses could 
not be made out, many owners 
were located by the advertising 
of the senders’ names and add- 
resses in Army routine orders. 
Official reports show that Army 
postal units are going to endless 
trouble to ensure delivery of let- 
ters to New Guinea troops under 
the greatest difficulties. Native 
porters, whose loyalty and hard 
work have earned the admiration 
and gratitude of the Australians 
in New Guinea, are assisting the 
postal service in getting mails 
through mountain and jungle to 
soldiers in forward areas.

There were but two new plate 
numbers released from the Post- 
office department at Washington 
during the month of September 
Both of them being the new 3c 
Win The War—Stamp, 400 sub- 
ject plates of the electric eye 
type. Numbers are 22971 and 
22972. 





During the month of September 
six new plates were sent to press 
for printing additional stamps. 
Plates number 22894 and 22895 
were of the 2c Presidential stamp, 
170 subject plates which went to 
press on September 9th. Plates 
number 22910 and 22911 were of 
the 8c Presidential stamp, 170 
subject plates and were sent to 
press on September 25th. The 
other two were plates 22839 and 
22840, both 460 subject electric 
eye plates, sent to press on Sep- 
tember 4th., for the 8c Presiden- 
tial value. 


During October, there were also 
six plates sent to press for print- 
ing’ additional stamps, these were 
all of the 3c Win The War stamp, 
all 400 subject electric eye plates 
and the numbers and dates are 
as follows: Plates 22961-2, Octo- 
ber 2; Plates 22965-6, October 28 
and Plates 22967-8, October 31st. 


During the entire month of 
October, no new plate numbers 
from new printings were issued 
from the Department. We have 
previously remarked that it ap- 
peared that the stock on hand was 
being built up that the number of 
stamps needed for the Nation’s 
business was probably less than 
under ordinary times. Such large 
volumes of mail aré going under 
government Franks and all soldiers 
mail is free, whereas these men 
if at home would use a consider- 
able quantity of stamps in the 
course of a month, It will be in- 
teresting to note the next report 
of the Postmaster General with 
regard to use of stamps during 
this war period. 





It is interesting to note that 
during the months of September 
and October, there is no mention 
of any of the Defense. stamps, in 
any values, either as being print- 
ed or as having new plates made. 
This seems to lend weight to the 
rumors that new designs may be 
prepared for the 1c and 2c value, 
to replace these two Defense is- 
sues. Collectors of First Day Cov- 
ers will need keep on their toes 
for such an announcement, 





Danish King Injured 
In Fall From Horse 


Reports from the International 
News Service say that the condi- 
tion of King Christian of Den- 
mark has taken a sudden turn for 
the worse and is now considered 
serious. 

King Christian was injured re- 
cently when he fell from his 
horse while riding through the 
streets of Copenhagen. He was 
taken to a hospital suffering from 
head injuries. He is 72 years old.

New York Sun Article 
On Censorship Labels 
Believed Misleading

Too often in the past, newspap- 
er stamp columns have been ed- 
ited by men who were capable 
writers, yet lacked sufficient 
philatelic knowledge to disting- 
uish the finer points of stamps 
and stamp collecting. As a result 
much misinformation was printed 
in such columns. 

There was a little item in the 
New York Sun of a ‘ouple weeks 
ago which we reprinted in our 
columns last week and which only 
after reading in our own columns, 
did we get a point that we now 
question. 

Let us quote a part of this item, 
then read it carefully and note 
what it says. The complete article 
is in the first column of our is- 
sue of November 12. We quote a 
few words: “it is interpreted by 
philatelic leaders as meaning, for 
one thing, that the collecting of 
censors’ labels and seals, will be 
looked upon by the censorship 
authorities with disfavor and as 
being unpatriotic.” 

Certainly no person who could 
be recognized as a leading phil- 
atelist would ever make such an 
interpretation of the order that 
was issued. The order issued was 
speciffically to forbid the send- 
ing of such labels and _ seals 
through the mail to other coun- 
tries just the same as stamps 
were forbidden. Some collectors 
collect these things after they have 
been soaked and removed from 
envelopes and it is to forbid traf- 
fic in these labels either on or off 
cover, in the foreign mails. To 
collect them on covers that come 
in the mails to this country cer- 
tainly is no objectionable act and 
in no way an unpatriotic act. If 
such were the case, the bloom- 
ing things ought to be removed 
from letters at the border and 
never let inside the country. 





SOMETHINGS’ WACCY

In each instance the collections were those of single countries 
one being a sale of the stamps in broken up lots, the other being 
the sale of the collection of,a country in one lot. We are advised 
that in each instance the prices realized were considered very Satis<- 
factory. The point to be brought out by these sales is the fact that 


a ready market if built into a 


@thorough or specialized collection 


of importance. While we say any 
country, we would probably pre. 
fer many certain ones in prefer« 
ence to others, but no matter 
what the country, if you would 
build a fine collection of that 
country you can always find a 
ready sale and usually at a pro- 
fitable figure, for it must be cone 
sidered that to build a collection 
such as we suggest that you would 
probably spend five to ten years 
time in searching and gathering 
the material that would finally go 
into it and stamps have a natural 
way of increasing in value as the 
years roll by. 

However the best and most in- 
teresting and attractive part of 
making a collection of many coun. 
tries other than our own United 
States is that you immediately 
take yourself out of the highly 
competitive market for U. S, 
stamps and enter into a market 
where you can more or less set 
your own price on lots of the items 
you take a fancy to. 

If more collectors would ser= 
iously take up the collecting of 
one single country on a _ highly 
specialized basis, they would 
find much more enjoyment and 
interest in their new field than 
they get from a mediocre col- 
lection of United States stamps 
and we say mediocre because un« 
der present conditions about 80 
to 90 per cent of the collectors 
who gather United States stamps 
have collections which are come 
parable with those of other col- 
lectors and as a result, all are 
more or less alike in a general 
way and no great interest or 
enthusiasm can be aroused with 
such a collection. These collec- 
tors usually get their greatest sate 
isfaction over gloating over exe 
hibits of fine things which they 
never hope to possess. 

On the other hand, if a large 
number of these same collectors 
would have spent the same amount 
of money in a collection of some 
one foreign country, that they 
would have _ been able to build 
a collection that was so intereste 
ing, so attractive and so differe 
ent, that it would gain attention 
whenever shown. 

There are thousands of ysollece 
tors in this country who have ine 
vestments of $500 to $1000 in a 
collection of United States stamps, 
yet lack almost everything in out- 
standing pieces, in pieces that are

HONG-KONG. 

To the island colony of Hong-Kong belongs the distinction of 
having created the first commemorative postage stamp to be issued 
within the British Empire. In celebration of the Fiftieth anniversary 
of the British occupation, authority was given for the overprinting of 


50,000 copies of the contemporary 
tion “*1841—Hong-Kong—JUBI- 


LEE—1891,” in which form they | more ambitious issue 


were placed on sale to the pub-' 
lic on January 22nd, 1891, for a 
period of three days only, during 
which time no more than 25 
copies was allowed to any one ap- 
plicant, This was done in order to 
prevent speculation, and, judging 
by the catalogue value of this 
stamp after the passing of anoth- 
er half-century, must have prov- 
ed fairly successful. 


The Jubilee overprint was ap- 
plied locally by the firm of Nor- 
onha & Sons, the type being set 
up so as to cover two horizontal 
rows of six stamps at each im- 
pression; thus each sheet had to 
be passed five times through the 
press before the overprinting was 
completed. Certain well-defined 
varieties occur, in the overprint, 
notably a short “u” in JUBILEE 
(No. I in the Be ain “k” 
in KONG (No. 3); broken “I’’ in 
1891 (No. 7); also short “J” in 
JUBILEE and wide space _ be- 
tween “o” and “n” of HONG. 
Besides these there exists a doub- 
Je overprint, which is exceedingly 
rare, 


Fifty years after, a second and

of special 
stamps commemorated the Cen- 
tenary of the foundation of the 
Colony. In this instance the stamps 
were six in number, engraved and 
recess printed by Bradbury, Wil- 
kinson & Co., Ltd., at New Mal- 
den, Surrey, after photographic 
subjects supplied by Mr. E. A. 
von Kobza, set in frame designs 
prepared by a local philatelist, Mr. 
W. E. Jones. Most interesting is, 
perhaps, that of the $1 stamp, 
which contrasts old and new 
methods of mail communication 
as exemplified by an old-time 
China Clipper and a modern mail- 
carrying aeroplane, 


Owing to delay in transporta- 
tion, the Centenary stamps were 
not finally released for sale un- 
til February 26th, 1941, remaining 
on sale until the fall of Hong- 
Kong in December following, by 
which time supplies of most val- 
ues were exhausted. Numbers 
printed of each denomination 
were as follows:—2 cents, 1,500,- 
000; 4c., 1,000,000; 5c., 4,800,- 
000; 15c., 1,600,000; 25c., 720,- 
000; $1, 480,000. A second print- 
ing of the 4 cents value was made

Posfage Stamp Portraits 
Of Liferary Highlights 
Robert Louis Stevenson

The fame of Robert Louis Ste- 
venson ppresents some incongruous 
features: he is as well known to 
day as he was in his lifetime, but 
the details of his life, which were 
matters of common knowledge 
fifty years ago, have beea all but 
forgotten since by the majority 
of people. Indeed, I have often 
heard Stevenson referred to as an 
American, a misconception pos- 
sibly based on the fact that he 
lived for some time in the States; 
though, again, it may be due to 
the extremely  foreign-looking 
moustache that Stevenson cult- 
ivated, 

He was born in Edinburgh in 
1850, and, despite the apparent 
evidence of the moustache to the 
contrary, he was a Scotsman born 
and bred, His father was an en- 
gineer, and it was intended that 
young Robert should follow his 
father’s profession when he left 
school. His early years were mark- 
ed by ill-health; he seems to have 
been always an ailing lad, but 
his childish illnesses were not 
sufficiently severe to have pre- 
vented his going to school and 
there receiving the best of a Scots 
education. The most serious crisis 





o9}of childhood occurred when he 


was eight years old; then he near- 
ly died of a gastric fever, buthe 
recovered his health to such an 
extent that he was able, soon 
after his eighteenth birthday, to 
be bound as a pupil-apprentice to 
an engineering concern at An- 
struther. For all his inherent 
weakness of constitution, he liked 
the life of an engineering works: 
the hard labour, the rough living, 
the endless variety of contacts 
with other men. Nor, in spite of 
an “artistic” temperament, was 
Stevenson unwilling to accept his 
parents’ choice of a career. He 
worked well at his studies; so 
well, indeed, that, in 1871 he 
earned the silver medal of the 
Edinburgh Society of Arts. All

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travels in search of health. He 
never practised as a lawyer, ow- 
ing to having no settled abode; 
and it was inevitable, then, that 
he should turn to literature, not 
only for a recreation but also for 
a subsistence, Time has proved 
the wisdom of his choice. 

He met, while ilving in the 
South of France, a Miss Osborne. 
Hearing that, on hér return to 
America, she had fallen seriously 
ill, he followed her and on her 
recovery married her. While in 
the States he knew considerable 
poverty, but after a year or so 
spent in the squalor of a mining 
settlement (an experience which 
was later used in his tale, “‘The 
Silverado Squatter’) he brought 
his wife home to Edinburgh. Soon 
after that Stevenson’s father 
died, and now that no tie re- 
mained to bind R. L. S. to his 
native land he embarked on that 
long journey which was to lead 
him eventually to Samoa. In that 
island, ruling a native clan with 
the benevolent authority of a good 
Scots laird, he wrote some of 
his best work and spent some of 
his happiest years. He loved the 
natives.and took up their cause 
with vigour and effect; so much 
so that his denunciation of a 
corrupt (German) administration 
was instrumental in achieving the 
dismissal of the two principal of- 
fenders—the President of the 
Council, Baron Senfft, and the 
Chief Justice, Herr Cedercrantz. 
Nor will his defense of the 
martyr, Father Damien, be soon 
forgotten. Stevenson hated _ in- 
justice and all mean things, and 
his books have a high moral pur- 
pose as well as the intention to 
entertain; and like a number of 
other famous men, he well ap- 
preciated the comradely bonds 
which unite philatelists, Some 
say that he was a practicing phil- 
atelist; but, whether that be true 
or not, it is certain that he had 
a considerable knowledge of 
philately. In his novel, “The 
Wreckers, there are lengthy and 
detailed references, not only to 
philately, but to the joy that all 
true philatelists find in their 
hobby. ‘Ah, sir,” Denman, the 
butler, says to Mr. Dodsley, “‘when 
I ’eard you was a collector, I 
dropped all. It’s a saying of mine, 
Mr. Dodsley, that collecting stamps 
makes all collectors kin, It’s a 
bond, sir; it creates a bond!”’ Well 
spoken, indeed!

OF INTEREST TO EVERY READER 

About this time in 1938 we made a great effort to book four 
year subscriptions at $1.00 each, During the latter part of 1938 and 
the first part of 1939 over 1200 such subscriptions were entered, At 
that time the surplus cash was used for a large machinery purchase, 
which was eventually lost when the business at Columbus collapsed 
as a result of our entry into this war. 

You who have stuck with us through this period know what has 
happened since, Ouf efforts to salvage this paper and carry on have 
been successful thus far. Our needs and our expences are small, yet 
there are certain things that must be paid for ag we move along. 
Thus far we have been able to meet these obligations and our own 
personal obligations have been whittled down and are being further 
whittled down until our personal needs are getting less and less 
as the monthg roll along, 

However we would feel much better if we had a backlog of a 
thousand ‘dollars which sum would permit us to look toward the 
future with much more ease and confidence than we do today. No 
one knows what is to be the outcome of the present situation, We 
all feel and believe that eventually we shall succeed in our under. 
taking to clean out the vandals in Europe and Asia, but how much 
we must sacrifice and how much we must do without before that 
time is here is something that none of us know much about. 

We carefully watch the trend of affairs in the stamp world for 
it is from that source that we must garner enough to produce this 
paper and provide it for you and in return get our own bread and 
butter and a roof to sleep under. Our wants are few, we know almost 
to the penny just how much it is going to cost us to operate and live 
during the coming months, What we have been able to spare thus 
far has been put into thréé of the small war bonds and we hope 
we can leave it there and get some more. We watch the trend of 
things in the stamp world and as we see it, many of the smaller 
dealers who in the past have spent some money for advertising 
space, have gone to war or into war work and their dollars no 
longer can be of help to us. For the older dealers, many of these 
people have been confronted with difficult situations in that they 
have lost employees who have gone to war or who have gone into 
war work factories for higher pay. As a result a lot of these dealers take 
the attitude that they have about all the business they can handle 
themselves and have no great need for much advertising for new 
business, and besides many prospects for any stamp dealer are now 
at war and thus their trade has suffered, All this reflects itself in 
your stamp papers. We too suffer from inability to get help and 
keep it because of more attractive wages elsewhere, We suffer from 
lack of advertising patronage and must constantly strive to get 
business that will help us keep above-the water line. 

Our paper is not alone in this situation, the other publishers 
may not be so frank with you in admitting these facts but they are 
faced by all. This should be quickly evident from th fact that one 
weekly folded up entirely and another one changed to a monthly, 
Only lack of sufficient patronage to make them profitable caused 
these events. 

Some might say to us, why did you cut your rate to 25c per 
year from 50c per year, why did you not raise it to $1.00. The facts 
of the matter are that we are receiving more money for subscription, 
under this low rate than we received under the higher rate. Our 
costs are low, only a small increase in advertising volume will take 
care of the loss in the subscription money. In our classified columns, 
we have learned that classified advertising is just as interesting 
to our readers ag would be so much news matter and we get paid 
for the classified advertisements that we print and if we can carry 
a page or more of such advertising, the income is of material help. 
This then brings us up to the matter of display advertising. A cut 
in price from our basic inch rate would only cause those dealers 
who still look at an inch as an inch regardless of what it costs, 
to continue to use the inch and make the saving for themselves. 
It should have been apparent to dealers who have bought on the 
inch basis that with a rate for two inches that is as low or lower 
than other papers charge for a single inch, this should have caused 
them.to use the larger space and would have brought them better 
results for one can not offer much in a single inch space, 

Thus to get around this situation and increase our net cash re- 
turn from display space we are making an announcement that will 
be of great interest to every dealer who really wants to get some 
more business for it is offers of stamps that bring orders and to 
many collectors the advertisements are the most interessting part 
of he paper, so we are making an offer of large space at prices un- 
heard of in Philatelic Newspaper advertising. Dealers who have 
never before used big space should now be tempted.

T Is For ‘Tis And T Is 
For ‘Tainf, And T Is For 
Many Other Things Too 





You have all probably heard 
of the good old lady who made 
a lot of Apple and Grape jelly 
and in order that she could tell 
the glasses apart she marked the 
top of the Apple jelly glasses 
with a large T for ’Tis apple 
Jelly, then she marked the grape 
jelly glasses with a large T for 
‘Taint apple jelly and in this 
way she thought she could tell 
them apart, 

The letter T has many phil- 
atelic uses also as is told in the 
following clippig from the Aus- 
tralian Philatelist. 

I. An overprint found upon 
certai stamps of South Austra- 
lia issued between 1868 and 1874 
and used upon the correspondence 
from the office of the Treasurer. 
They were suppressed in 1874, 
in favor of the general issue for 
the use of all Government de- 
partments overprinted ‘‘OS.” 

II. An overprint shown upon 
certain stamps of Bulgaria is- 
sued in Rustchuk in 1901 as pro- 
visional postage due stamps, The 
letter stands for ‘“‘taxe,” ie., tax. 

III. The letter “T’’ overprinted 
on various stamps of Abyssinia 
indicates they are postage due 
stamps. 

IV. The letter “T’” shown in 
each of the four corners forms 
the only inscription shown upon 
the postage due stamps of the 
Dominican Republic. 

V. The special local stamps 
of Peru used in Huacho were all 
overprinted with a large ‘‘T” 
enclosed within a circle. 

VI. Many of the stamps of 
Tasmania were punctured with 
a large “T” for use on official 
correspondence, 

VII... An _ abbreviation for 
“taxe,” a surcharge on certain 
stamps converting them into 
postage dues, 

There are perhaps many other 
stamps where the use of the T 
is prominent, one that we think 
of is the early stamps of Tunis 
punched with large perforated 
holes in the form of a letter T 
and for use as Postage Due 
stamps, from 1888 to 1891.

Bum Copies Are The 
Specialty Of This 
Brooklyn Collector

Now comes another variety, 
gmething almost unheard of in 
giamps, an albino stamp. Albino 
envelopes are common and no one 
gems to pay any attention to 
them leastwise copies go begging 
at a few cents each. This will not 
be true of the new albino stamps 
which have been found and are 
jlustrated in the column of P. 
B. Digby, Pittsburg newspaper 
elumnist. The clipping from R. 
Cotter of Pittsburg shows a block 
of six 2c Defense stamps which 
is from the left pane of 100 
stamps. In describing the variety 
Mr. Digby says the third stamp 
from the left edge of the sheet 
is fully printed and normal, the 
stamp to the ieft of this stamp 
towards the edge of the sheet is 
partially printed and fades away 
entirely along its left edge, while 
the stamp along the edge of the 
sheet is entirely without color or 
go little as to be unnoticeable. 
Thus we have an albino stamp so 
long as the stamp is in a block 
and tied to the other printed cop- 
jes. Once this albino is removed 
from the other stamps and you 
have only another scrap of paper. 


Such varities are doubtless fre- 
quently found at Washington and 
should be destroyed, so that when 
one of them gets loose and into 
the stamp market we have a new 
rarity that will net its finder a 
handsome sum of money. In ex- 
plaining this variety Mr. Digby 
says; “In printing engraved 
stamps, the paper is dampened 
so it will stretch when rolled and 
pick up the ink which is held in

With foreign countries and is- 
lands all over the world in the 
headlines these days, our curios- 
ity first turns us to our Atlas to 
locate these places, note what 
cities are there. Then, a look at 
Scott’s catalog to see what types 
of stamps were issued by these 
countries, This casual interest may 
develop into our starting a new 
country or group of countries 
making another addition to our 
album, 


Supposing we started to take 
an interest in a country such as 
the British Crown Colony, Sey- 
chelles, a group of islands in the 
Indian Ocean off of the east coast 
of Africa. These are in the war 
zone but as yet no spotlight has 
been placed upon them. This is 
a country easy to collect, yet be- 
fore starting, it is wise to lay 
the groundwork by securing the 
available handbooks or pamph- 
lets written about these stamps. 
From his early interest in 
stamp collecting a collector should 
have a working knowledge of 
stamp collecting at his finger tips 
by first forming a library of cer- 
tain books besides his catalog. 
When he attempts to specialize on 
any subject, already having the 


fundamental groundwork, he 
should then acquire books or 
pamphlets on _ the particular 


country or subject that he in- 
tends to collect, This literature 
gives him the complete genealogy 
of the stamps up to the time the 
book was printed, or the know- 
ledge the author has of his sub 
ject up to that time.

shown only in the collections of 
the wealthy collector. 

This same amount of money in- 
vested in the stamps of any South 
or Central American country 
would provide them with a col- 
lection that would make their 
name known from coast to coast 
as a specialist and authority on 
the stamps of that country. 

Instead of a single volume of 
United States stamps, the same 
amount of money invested in one 
of these countries would provide 
you with several volumes of 
stamps and covers and there are 
plenty of interesting pieces in the 
way of proofs, specimens etc., that 
can be acquired by a bit of search- 
ing. 

One need not look for further 
proof of the desirability and value 
of the stamps of any country when 
a thorough collection is built, 
than to scan the Catalogue of the 
Lee Collection of Uruguay as sold 
by H. R. Harmer, Inc., or the 
description of the Brazil of Col- 
onel Hans Lagerloef as sold by 
the same firm. 

That stamps of South American 
and Central American countries 
are interesting, attractive and well 
worth collecting is fully demon- 
strated by these sales. In the case 
of the Uruguay collection, the 
sellers stated that a wealthy col- 
lector of Montevideo, Uruguay 
made a special trip to New York 
for the purpose of bidding at this 
sale. Such events are not uncom- 
mon in sales of choice stamps of 
any country and while to appear 
in person is an outstanding event, 
many wealthy collectors in other 
countries commission New York 
or London dealers to buy for them 
in such. sales. This demonstrates 
clearly that stamps have a world 
wide market as is so often stated. 
There is every indication that this 
market will grow better and 
stronger for with the great in- 
crease in the number of stamps in 
the world, general collecting falls 
off and collectors in any cne coun- 
try become more interested in the 
stamps of their own country. It 
is this fact more than any other 
that has brought about in the last 
twenty years the overwhelming 
interest in U. S. stamps in our 
own country. Collectors in other 
countries collect the stamps of 
their country for the same reason 
and therefore create again a mar- 
ket for the stamps of each coun- 
try in turn. Why therefore, if you 
collect stamps partly for the 
pleasure and interest you get from 
them, why not take up a country 
that will give you more oppor- 
tunity, because -f less competition 
and which will at the same time 
permit you to become a recogniz- 
ed collector, rather than just an- 
otehr fellow who has a small col- 
lection of United States stamps. 
In closing, it might be men- 
tioned that the Lee Collection of 
Uruguay brought a tota lof $35,200 
the highest sum ever realized from 
the sale of a single South Amer- 
ican country. The outstanding 
pieces were a block of four of the 
80 centavos of the first issue 
which brought $2000, while a 
block of fifteen, not in such per- 
fect condition sold at $7100.00. 
Throughout the sale were nearly 
forty other lots which sold at 
from over one hundred up to over 
eight hundred dollars per lot with 
hundreds of smaller lots at ail 
kinds of prices. 


The Lagerloef collection of Bra- 
zil as one single lot, was sold at 
auction in open bidding for $5650. 
The belief of the owner in the 
soundness of the stamp market 
was justified in this instance for 
it was the first time that a single 
country in highly specialized form 
was ‘sold as a single lot at auc- 
tion and the price fetched was 
ample proof of the value _. of 
stamps, 

Why not pick a country now, 
start -building a specialized col- 
lection of that country. 

The best way to make . that 
start is to keep the fact to your- 
self until you have pretty well 
combed the market for what you 
can find. Buying large lots by 
country at auction will provide 
you the best start. Then ask for 
approvals together with unusual 
pieces, proofs, essays, covers, 
from dealers. Go quietly about

—“Bootlegging” the Mails— 

It had been for so long a habit 
with people to send letters by any- 
body who would carry them— 
either for nothing of for a small 
fee—that this dishonest practice 
continued many years. It was fi. 
nally overcome by the simple fact 
that the rate of postage was so 
low that it did not pay to “boot- 
leg” it. 

The Dream of Governments and 
public had always been a uniform 
rate of postage, to be prepaid by 
the sender, with deiivery guaran- 
teed. And in England, in 1840, 
this dream came true through the 


“inventive genius of Rowland Hill, 


. 


an educator and authority on ad- 
ministration. He recommended the 
adoption of “the penny post for 
mail not weighing over half an 
ounce” and to insure payment he 
made this suggestion— 

~The difficulties might be over- 
come by using a bit of paper just 
large enough to bear the ((cancel. 
ing) stamp; covered at the back 
with a glutinous wash which, by 
applying moisture, might be at- 
tached to the letter.” 

In these few, homely words was 
born the postage stamp. Not only 
was this invention given ‘world- 
wide acceptance fox it, practical 
value, but for the educational ef- 
fect—for these small bits of paper 
carry a message o: national pro- 
gress. The reproduction of a pos- 
tage stamp (until recent years) 
was forbidden by law, but it is 
interesting to follow the meaning 
of some of the Commemorative 
stamp, which depict the events 
and men who heve helped make 
our history. It must be borne in 
mind that the date of the stamp 
issue and the date it commemor- 
ates may be centuries apart. 

Let us not commit the error 
made by the small boy, who see- 
ing the picture of Columbus on a 
stamp dated 1893, said “Oh look, 
mother that date ought to be 1492; 
they’ve got it all wrong.” 

By the way, this .tory of Colum. 
bus’s adventures is beautifully told 
in the issue of the Columbian Ex- 
position in 1893. The value of 
the stamps range from one cent 
to five dollars and all tell a stir- 
ring story of achievement—from 
the picture showing Columbus at 
the Spanish court pleading for

Not only the discoveries but va- 
rious attempts at colonization of

cahontas on a one cent stamp is- 
sued in 1907 to commemorate the 
300th anniversary of the founding 
of Jamestown. One issue is call- 
ed the Pilgrim Tercentary Issue 
and is remarkable for the fact 
that neither the letters U. S. nor 
the word “Postage” appear there- 
on. 

In the design of stamps the re- 
ligioug side of our history has not 
been neglected. One issue of May 
1924 is in honor of the first Hu- 
guenot settlement made here. It 
is not generally realized that 150 
years after the Huguenot settle- 
ment, one of their descendants 
watched for a light in the Old 
North Church and when the lan- 
tern flashed made the most fam- 
ous ride in American History. 
Yes, Paul Revere was of Huguenot 
Blood,

In March, 1919, was issued the 
famous “Victory” stamp on which 
for the first time, foreign flags 
hang with our Stars and Stripes. 
The issue was to celebrate’ the 
close of the World War. Other 
special War stamps include the one 
issued on November 11, 1922 to 
honor the fourth anniversary of 
the Armistice.

Claimed To Be First

M. G. Himmes, a shut-in, who 
writes the Chicago column in 
Stamplets, a monthly stamp story 
magazine, sends information con- 
cerning the first woman who col- 
lected stamps. At least he believes 
that the late Mrs. A. Jessop, Sr., 
was the first woman stamp collec- 
tor in America. Mrs. Jessop came 
from a seafaring family and had 
three brothers to supply her with 
stamps when they returned from 
voyages.

Private George Raybin sends 
us a few items from Australia 
among which is a copy of the 2p 
scarlet No. 169 and another 2p 
of identical design in a violet or 
purple color. He wants to know if 
we can explain these. The latter 
stamp is evidently Scott No. 182A 
which they describe as “red vio- 
let.” Why they include the mis- 
leading prefix “red” is a ques- 
tion, for certainly the stamp is 
a plain enough violet or pale pur- 
ple to stand on its own color. 


Looking at the catalogue we 
note that Mr, Clark has described 
the surcharge of 3%p as used 
over the 3p ultramarine stamp, 
No. 189 as being in blue and yel- 
low. We suggest Mr. Clark con- 
sult printers on this item and list 
the stamp as being surcharged in 
blue and gold, 


A couple other interesting 
pieces from Australia are a couple 
of the plain paper facing slips 
used in Postoffices. These are 
used on the Military Mail, one of 
them bearing such printed words, 
the other having the words rubber 
stamped, One piece is a facing 
slip made up with the mail at an 
American Port and marked “All 
for —nd. Gen. Hospital.” The 
other is a facing slip marked as 
above with red pencil and with 
the usual Postal Cancel mark of 
APO and number. Probably for 
mail separated at that point.
